No doubt every preacher feels 
more or less responsibility as you 
commence your work for anoth- 
er year. If you do not then you 
do not feel as you ought to feel. 
When the salvation or damna- 
tion of many souls depends upon 
you how could you be without a 
feeling of responsibility. 


Thousands of souls will go to 
the judgment the coming year, 
and probably hundreds will go 
from places where you will labor, 
or may be from places where you 
should labor if you do your 
whole duty. But surely none of 
you will shrink from any duty 


can hardly think this of any of 
you. — 


Of course I know that all of 
you cannot preach every day. 
This is hardly expected of any of 
you, but there is always other 
things to do besides preaching 
that are just as necessary and 
must be done. But you need to 
give your entire time to this 
service if possible: Some of you, 
however, may be so _ situated 
that you can give but little time 
except on sunday, but try to 
keep out of the entangle- 
ments of worldly business just 
as much as possible. But this 
does not mean you should throw 
away your possessions and let 
your business go to ruin for 
lack of attention if you have any. 
But I do advise that you try to 
loose yourselves from such .as 
much as possible. 


Every one should remember 
that it was not the things done, 
that Jesus said would cause the 
words “Depart from me ye 
cursed” (Matt. 26:41.),to be ut- 
tered, but the things that were 
left undone. You may not do 
anything bad, but think back 
over the past year and see if you 
have neglected any duty or not; 
if you have not, all well and 
good, but if you have, a remem- 
brance of it, should cause you 
to do your best this year to re- 
deem the time ( Eph. 5, 16. ) 
you have lost by your neglect. 

In going to your new fields of 
labor, or if you remain on the 
same field where you labored 
last year, you should take a re- 
trospective view of yourself and 
your work. When you do this 
you should kneel, down before 
God and reconsecrate and re- 
dedicate yourselves to Him and 
pray that He will give you a 
deeper spiritual experience, mure 
of His “ white - heated ” love, 
and a good supply of wisdom. 
Try to be so spiritual that all the 
defects that you may have in 
your preaching or ministry in. 
any wise will be unnoticed by 
your congregations. Remember 
itis not the great preaching 
that counts so much, it is the 
love and spirituality that ac- 
companies the preaching. Many 
have had success in soul win- 
ning that couldscarcely read or 
quote Scripture correctly. It 
was because they were deeply 
spiritual and lived so closed to 
God. This is what you must do to 
be successful the coming year. 


Indeed you should study your 
Bible and try to divide it cor- 
rectly and try to preach well, 
but you should spend more time 

,in prayer, and trying to get 
close under the very drippings

of heaven than you do in getting 


up and preparing your sermons. | 
The writer hasspent days in | 


\prayer preparatory for one 
service and only five or ten min- 
utes in the preparation of the 
‘sermon just before its delivery. 
In such cases results always fol- 
lowed. Remember, beloved, deep 
spirituality is the all important 

part of preaching. With out this 
your preaching will be in yain. 


A certain minister was en- 
gaged in a protracted meeting. 
Large crowds attended every 
service. At the close of every 
service the great throngs of 
people went away talking about 
the “‘wonderful sermon.” “What 
sermon!” they 
said. This continued for weeks 
but not a soul saved, and 
no one seemed interested in sal- 
vation. They came only to hear 
the big preacher preach his won- 
derful sermons. At last the dear 
minister got sick of complimen- 
tary remarks about his great 
sermons. Me grew desperate. 
He fell on his face  be- 
‘ore God and began a search of 
himself. investigation proved to 
him that he was not close e- 
nough to God. He was not as 
deeply spiritual as he should be. 
He had given more time to fram- 
ing his serrhons than he had to 
getting close to God. He repent- 
ed deeply and asked God to for- 
give and help him. Instead of 
spending, his timein preparing 
the sermon forthe next service 
he spent histime in prayer and 
consecration. When the next ser- 
vice came he suddenly remem- 
bered that he had not prepared 
any sermon, and not even select- 
ed a text for a subject. He arose 
to speak. His eyes sparkled, 
his face shined, his voice trem- 
bled, utterances came from a 
full heart and his congregation 
was so effected that-he could 
hardly finish his discourse. The 
altar was filled with seekers and 
the revival was on. Deep spirit- 
uality on the part of the preach- 
er and plenty of prayer did the 
work. 





Beloved, it is deep spirituality 
you need. Sometimes you think 
you need money. Sometimes 
you are tempted to fault the 
church because they do not pay 
you more. Sometimes you think 
your clothes are not good e- 
nough. Sometimes you think 
the fault is in your preaching. 
Sometimes you are tempted to 
give it up and go back to work 
at your trade or engage in your 
former business pursuits. But 
listen to one that has had ex- 
perience! Itis deep spirituality 
and prayer that you need.. It is 
not money you need or else God 
would supply it for I know His 
Word is true. It is spirituality 
you need. It is praying right 
through every temptation of Sa- 
tan and creeping right up under 
the drippings of God’s love so 
when you come before your 
congregations you will be wet 
with the spiritual dews from 
heaven. You can have a revival 
in the hardest places when you 
keep constantly bathed in the 
billows of God’s love. , 


Ill tell you what is the mat- 
ter with some of you and you 
know it is true, too. God bless 
you, how I love you this very 
minute! You preach and pray 
and start up fairly well in the 
first service or two. Then you 





'go to their homes, engage in 
‘cofiversation and talk all your 
'spirituality away, so by the time 
jyou come to the next service 
about all you can think of to 
preach is about tobacco, Uress, 
Jewelry, lodges, hypocrites in the 
church, adulters, etc., and do all 
this in a harsh loud spirit 
which will drive people away 
more than draw them to you. 
The writer learned a long tfme 
ago that he could not have a 
revival at night after he had 
spent the day in talking, talking, 
talking in the common conver- 
sations peculiar to such times. 
Hundreds of times he has slip- 
ped away from the family as 
soon as dinner or breakfast was 
over and staid in the woods and 
fought mosquitoes in summer, 
or walked and jumped to keep 
from freezing in the winter time, 
rather than talk away his spirit- 
uality in common social conver- 
sation. Many of you will have 
better success as pastors and 
evangelists if you will stop so 
much social conversation. I say 
this kindly and tenderly because 
I want you to be successful. 
Keep humble the whole year 
through. Beware of the man that 
starts out with no feeling of the 
weight of the responsibility, with 
his head up and boast to himself 
or others how he is going to do 
this year. This is not the right 
spirit. Better start out weeping 
than lighthearted and laughing. 


It is the weeper tHat will comc 
back at the end of the harvest 
bringing his sheaves with him 
(Psalm 126:6.) A dry eyed min- 
ister is almost sure to have a 
dryeyed congregation. A dry- 
eyed congregation will never get 
very close to God. It may not 
be the tears that does the good, 
but when one is close to God 
you will find him often bathed 
in tears. If I could not feel that 
heavenly touch frequently that 
starts the tears to rolling I 
would be afraid I had lost my 
spirituality. 

The more spiritual you are the 
less you will feel like speaking 
with that sharp rasping tone of 
voice that scarcely ever does any 
éne any good. Spirituality 
makes you tender, and gentle, 
and foving, and blesses instead 
of curses. It does not make you 
compromise nor make friends 
with the devil, but it wields a 
mighty influence for good 
wherever it goes. It carries with 
it that sledge-hammer that 
breaks in pieces the hardest 
hearts. The person that is deep- 
ly spiritual will not select some 
special person to preach and 
pray at, and take their congrega- 
tions through a course of “skin- 
ing” every-once-in-a-while. One 
may preach hell fire and 
damnation until the congrega- 
tion can almost see the smoke 
ascending from the pit, and al- 
most hear the gnashing of teeth, 
and the growls of the demons, 
but if he is deeply spiritual he 
will pity the poor fellow that 
is doomed rather than try to 
push him off into it with a 
snarl, and say with sarcastic 
voice, “you deserve to go there 
and suffer forever!’ 

Deep spirituality will prevent a 
spirit of jealousy that sometimes 
takes possession of ministers. If 
one seems to make a better “hit” 
than another and gains the 
favor and love of the people 
that jealous spirit sometimes 
walks in and walks up the aisle 





with a swing and gives orders 
for things to go thus and so. I 


é 


well remember an incident tha. 
came under my observation. A 
brother was engaged in a pro- 
tracted meeting. Two brother 
ministers dropped into assist 
with no thought of preaching. 
They only thought of praying, 
singing and helping in the altar 
services. The meeting went on 
several days. The preacher 
preached very well and every 
thing seemed to be going on 
very nicely, although no souls 
were getting saved, and but 
very few came to the altar. The 
preacher in charge finally asked 
One of the brethren to preach. 
He declined politely and said he 
did not care to preach, but that 
he only wanted to help in the 
meeting in other ways. But the 
preacher insisted and finally 

stated that he had prayed about 
it and he believed the Lord want- 
ed the other to preach that 
night. At last, after consider- 
able urging he consented to do 
the*best he could. The hour 
came, the sermon was over, the 
altur crowded with seekers cry- 
ing and screaming for mercy. 
Many prayed through to victory. 
The revival was on. Every body 
seemed +o glad and went home 
feclins much encouraged about 
the meeting. The next night the 
preacher in charge preached 

and it seemed to be one of those 
ff nights that often show up in 
vevivals. When the sermon was 
over no body came to the altar. 
The preacher begged and storm- 
ed and yet it was all in vain. 


Right then in walked that jeal- 
Ous spirit and took posses- 
sicn of the preacher in charge. 
The other preacher saw it and 
decided he had best stay away 
from the services. So he staid 


but it was too late. The meeting 
was ruined. The preacher got 
harsh and scolded the Christ- 
ians, called them hypocrites and 
soon killed himself with the peo- 
ple and left. Jealousy did it. After 
he was gone the people almost 
compelled the other preachers to 
take the meeting. The revival 
fire began to burn and in only 
a few days forty souls wept 
their way up to Calvary and got 
saved. 


Beloved, do not get jealous 
of one another. Rejoice if you 
see that some one else can have 
better success than yourself, 
only, of course, keep praying, 
and consecrating so that you 
may do better service too. When 
you chance to fall into meet- 
ing together work together with 
sweet fellowship and love. Al- 
ways help one another instead 
of hindering one another. Prefer 
others above yourself, and keep 
the meek and humble spirit that 
always lends a helping hand to 
others that need help. - 


There is one class of preach- 
ers that always draws my sym- 
pathy, and I would love to help 
that class more than any other. 
The class I refer to is a class 
to itself and is composed of min- 
isters that are not wanted. They 
very often preach very well, and 
sometimes better than others 
that are wanted, but their dis- 
position, or tone of voice, or 
manner, or spirit they have, 
keeps people and churches and 
communities from wanting 
them. 


They live good lives, and no 
one can find any particular 
fault in them, and ask the rea- 
son sometimes why they are not 
wanted, nobody can tell, but 
they are just not wanted. That is 





all that can be said about them. 
I know it must be embarrassing 


to such ministers, for surely 
most of them feel it and know it. 
I tell you, Itruly feel sorry for 
this class! I have tried to help 
some of them. I have kindly ad- 
vised them to try to sweeten up 
their disposition, but I have not 
seen as good results as I wish 
ed. I hope there may be some 
thing done to help them yet. 


I have in mind one special 
man that overcame it and rose 
to a place of eminence so he 
was wanted almost everywhere 
He went to a certain place for 
a meeting. He went without an 
invitation. The people would not 
receive him. They would not 
take him into their homes. He 
lay out at nights in the hedges 
and fence corners, and the frost 
covered him over like snow. But 
he was determined to win the 
victory over himself and make 
himself wanted. He prayed, and 
nearly starved to death, because 
they woul not feed him either. 
After weeks and I think it was 
months, he began to win. When 
he started upward he gained 
rapidly. He was already a good 
preacher, but of that class that 
was not wanted. But when he 
finally conquered in that battle 
he had such a sweet, humble. 
disposition, and became such a 
powerful preacher that he was 
wanted everywhere. 


I wish some of our dear good 
preachers that are not wanted 
could conquer in the fight like 
that. I do not mean that I want 
them to go through such severe 
suffering as that brother did, but 
I want them to get over the top 
in a way that they will be want 
od, and have more calls thar 
‘hey can fill. I am very anxious 
for all of our ministers to be ir 


in and prayed for the meeting the class with those that are 


wanted. 


Some ministers are more fit 
ted for pastors than evangelists 
while some are better fitted for 
evangelists than pastors. Each 
one should try to fill the place 
he is best suited for, but while 
our number of ministers is so 
limited it is necessary for many 
of them to adjust themselvs to 
circumstances and be both pas- 
tors and evangelists, or evangel- 
ists and pastors. Paul wrote to 
Bishop Timothy thus, “Do the 
work of an evangelist.” (2 Tim. 
4 5.) But what ever you do, be 
loved, “make full proof of thy 
ministry” in what ever line it is 
If you are called on by an over- 
seer to pastor a flock, or severa! 
of them, do your best. If you 
are called on, or if opportunity 
is given you to evangelize, do it 
giadly and do your best while 
you are at it. 


In your preaching always stay 
slose to the teaching that you 
know is authorized by the As 
sembly. And do not venture in- 
to something that may lead to 
strife or give opportunity for 
your good to be evil spoken of. 
You should not make a “hobby” 
of any particular point of doc. 
trine. Preach tithes and healing 
along with repentance, sancti- 
fication, and the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, but do not prdéach 
tithes and healing all the time 
Do not preach the Church all 
the time, but talk about it e- 
nough to impress your hearers 
with its beauty and importance. 


Before closing this message I 
would like to impress every one 
of you with the importance of 
making your reports regularly 
every month. The time has been 
that religious work could run in 
a loose way and do very well, 
but that time is over now. We 
are getting back to the “last” 





that has to be like the “first”, 
and there was no looseness in 
the days of the Apostles. Every 
minister had to walk the chalk 
‘ine or be called into account. 
“ooseness will not do now. It is 
“‘mportant that we keep in close 
touch With our ministers and 

ave a record to show where 
they are all the time. The 
inonthly reports are arranged to 
show where you have beén lab- 
boring the past month Remem- 
ber we are in the “last days” 
vhen people will betray one an- 
other, circulate false reports, 
prefer false charges, and turn 
traitors. These things are al- 
ready upon us. If you want pro- 
tection comply with the require- 
ments of the Assembly and fur- 
nish these reports accurately 
made out, and then what will 
you fear about any of the worst 
things Satan may try to stir up. 
Your records are made and 
filed and can be produced at any 
time necessary. I conclude that 
a hint to the wise is sufficient 
about these matters. 


The Church of God is con- 
stantly growing. It is coming in- 
to prominence more every year. 
The nations will soon have their 
keen eyes upon her like many of 
the authorities of our own 
country. We want our ministers 
to be in the very highest ranks 
in spirituality, loyalty to the 
Church for which they stand, 
and knit together so nothing can 
separate them, and those that 
are not going to prove true, 
loyal and brave, will drop out of 
the rank and those who remain 
will rise the higher. God will be- 
stow such favors upon them 
that the world will not be able 
to gainsay or resist them with 
any degree of success, any more 
than was the case with the A- 
postles. 


I wish to offer a word of love 
and encouragement to every 
one. I assure you of my sympa- 
thy and help to the utmost of 
my ability the whole year 
through if the Lord spares me. 
1 am as anxious for your suc- 
cess I believe as you are your- 
selves. God has made me inter 
ested in every one of you, and 
my very soul yearns over you 
this moment. A straight for- 
ward pull together for twelve 
months will accomplish untold 
results. We want souls! We 
want souls! We can reap an a- 
bundant harvest of souls if we 
work to this end in perfect har- 
mony. And I believe we will! 
Yea, we must do it! God will 
ielp us to do it if we are loyal 
to Him, to the Bible, to the As- 
sembly, to one another and the 
Church of God.
